Resolution from the County of Wentworth was endorsed 
that the Department of Education of the Province of 
Ontario be requested to amend the regulations so that 
provision is made for a grant on a school site, similar to 
that allowed on the cost of a school building, as the site is 
just as essential as the building. 


Resolution from the County of Perth was endorsed, 
whereas, under the present Act, the Clerk casts the decid- 
ing vote in case of a tie in Municipal elections, after re 
count by the Judge, that the Ontario Legislature be 
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petitioned to revise the Act so that the Clerk of the

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY ASSESSOR. 


(Section 86 (1) of The Assessment Act). 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: In preparing the report of the County 
Assessor for the year 1951, consideration was given to the 
fact that seven municipalities in the county had completed 
appraisals under county assessment schedules. Six of these 
were using the appraisals in their 1950 valuations and the 
seventh was using county assessment schedules on all pro- 
perties except orchard and tobacco lands. : 


The work of appraisal in the remaining six munici- 
palities is progressing and a larger number of appraisal 
cards were available for use in determining the equalizing 
factors in relation to their 1950 assessments. There is still 
delay in rural municipalities in completing county assess- 
ment appraisals as the decisions on appeals of tobacco land 
assessments heard in February and March, 1950, by the 
Ontario Municipal Board have not been given. 


In preparing the report the net taxable real property 
assessment for the year 1950 have been taken for each 
municipality. In those municipalities where County 
appraisals have been completed equalizing faetors were 
computed in relation to the whole roll. In the other muni- 
cipalities comparisons have been made between 1950 
assessments and county appraisals, consideration also being 


given to the sampling of the appraisals to determine 
equalizing factors.

(2).—20% of the proceeds received from the sale 
of the aforesaid debenture issue of $250,0000.00 
for the erection of an addition to The Tillsonburg 
Soldiers’ Memorial Hospital in the Town of Till- 
sonburg in the County of Oxford; 


AND WHEREAS in order to grant such aid it is 
expedient to issue Debentures therefore in the principal 
amount of $250,000.00 bearing interest at the rate of 314% 
per annum which is the amount of the debt intended to be 
created by this By-Law;

AND WHEREAS the amount of the Debenture Debt 
of the Corporation is Nil and no part of any principal or 
interest is in arrears; 


AND WHEREAS The Ontario Municipal Board has 
approved the said undertaking and the issue of Debentures 
therefor pursuant to Section 67 of The Ontario Municipal 
Board Act; 


NOW THEREFORE the County Council of The Corpor- 
ation of The County of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


1.—THAT for the purposes aforesaid there shall be 
borrowed on the credit of the Corporation at large the sum

5.—THAT in each year of the currency of the Deben- 
tures, there shall be levied and raised annually by a special 
rate sufficient therefor over and above all other rates on 
all the rateable property in the Corporation at the same 
time and in the same manner as other rates the amount 
falling due for principal and interest in that year as set 
forth in said Schedule “A.” 


6.—THAT the Debentures may contain any clause 
providing for the registration thereof authorized by any 
Statute relating to Municipal Debentures in force at the 
time of the issue thereof. 


7.—THAT pending the sale of the Debentures the 
Warden and Treasurer may raise for the purposes afore- 
said by way of loan on such Debentures any sum or sums 
of money not exceeding in all the sum hereby authorized 
to be borrowed and may hypothecate such Debentures for 
such loan.

WHEREAS, by authority of R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 166, 
Section 28, as amended in 1951, ‘Where a street in an 
urban municipality not separated from the county is not 
a part of the county road system buf is an extension of or 
connects roads included in the county road system, the 
council of the county shall enter into agreement with the 
council of the urban municipality, in such form as the 
Minister way prescribe or approve, for the maintenance 
and repair of such street, and, if it is in the public interest 
that such street be constructed or rebuilt, for the con- 
struction or rebuilding thereof.” 


THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED that the Warden and 
the Clerk of the County of Norfolk are hereby authorized 
to sign on behalf of the County Council the said agree- 
ments on their completion to the satisfaction of both the 
County and the urban municipality.
